IN JAPANESE ART. Nearly 140 rare examples of Japanese pa4.nting 
and* sculpture have been selected by Sherman E. Lee, director of 
The Cleveland Museum of Art, for this major exhibition documenting 
the history and aesthetic of realist art in Japan. No other major 
exhibition has ever focused on the long realistic tradition in 
Japanese art, and this exhibition will travel to no other American 
museum.

Classroom Level Exhibition Area: JAPANESE PRINTS: REALITIES OF
